Arbitration Treaty Finds Favor With 


Citizens of Great Britain. 
London, April IO.—The arbitration 
treaty between 
America 
and Great 
Britain, the text of which has been ca- 
bh d over from America, has been well 
received here 
Politicians, aprticular- 
ly those interested in colonial affairs, 
welcome the clause under which G reat 
Britain reserves the right, before con­ 
cluding an agreem ent on any m atter 
affecting a self-governing dominion, to 
obtain the concurrence therein of this 
dominion. 
This clause, it is pointed 
out by colonial officials, is a tardy ac­ 
knowledgment of the im portance of 
the colonies and a wise departure from 
the old method of negotiating with re­ 
spect to (OiOnial affairs without con­ 
sulting the interests of the colonies, a 
course which heretofore has led to dis­ 
satisfaction on the part of the colo­ 
nies. 
T here is also favorable comment on 
the reservation that agreem ents made 
under this treaty shall not be binding 
until they have been confined by the 
two governm ents concerned by an ex­ 
change of notes. 
This claus;* is con­ 
sidered necessary in view of the obli­ 
gation to submit American agreem ents 
to the senate for ratification.
